warm  in  dry  clothes  or  in  bed.  After  a  few  hours,  if  re- 
lief is  not  fully  obtained,  repeat  the  process.  If  perform- 
ed well  it  wili  produce  perspiration  and  a  much  better  re- 
action than  simply  soaking  the  feet,  and  is  useful  in  all 
local  obstructions,  torpid  conditions  and  cold  limbs.  It 
thaws  out  the  congested  blood  and  improves  its  circula- 
tion in  the  limbs. 

Bronchitis  should  be  treated  much  the  same  as  for 
common  cold.

Domestic  Recipes.

Curing  Hams  &  Shoulders.— Lay  them  on  a  beard 
and  sprinkle  lightly  with  tine  salt  petire  ;  let  them  lie  two 
days  before  putting  them  in  a  tub;  cover  the  bottom  of 
the  tub  with  tine  salt,  lav  in  the  hams  and  cover  them 
with  the  following:  £  R>.  salt,  Jfl>:  sugar,  |  oz.  salt  petre  to 
a  gallon  of  water.  Keep  them  in  eight  weeks  if  large 
ones,  six  weeks  if  small  ones,  when  they  may  be  taken 
out  and  smoked. 

For  Dried  Beef.— Use  the  same  recipe,  leaving  it  in 
the  brine  about  three  weeks. 

For  pain  in  the  Stomach,  use  first  a  dose  of  Blackberry 
Balsam  and  alternate  with  Wine  Bitters,  or  use  the  Pain

Preserving  Butter.— To  keep  butter  sweet  until  it  is 
wanted  for  use,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  keep  it  cool  and 
from  contact  with  the  air.

In 
Edinburg,  some  old  horses  were  fed  with  split  peas,  and 
then  supplied  with  water  immediately  before  being  kill- 
ed. It  was  found  that  the  water  had  carried  the  peas 
from  fifty  to  sixty  feet  into  the  intestines,  where  no  diges- 
tion took  place.

Fniit  Trees : — Pruning  fruit  trees  majr  be  done  any 
time  in  the  spring  before  vegetation  start6!.  Pare  the  cut 
in  large  limbs  smoothly,  and  cover  with  grafting  wax  to 
exclude  the  air. 

Nature  has  provided  a  place  for  pruning  trees.  Cut  the 
limb  off  close  to 'the  outside  wrinkle  on  the  limb,  near 
the  trunk  of  the  tree.  The  wrinkle  will  expand  and 
close  over  the  cut. 

Examine  your  trees  that  are  not  properly  pruned,  and 
see  how  nature  is  trying  to  heal  the  wound,  but  is  pre- 
vented by  a  stub  of  "the  limb.
